Polytechnic and Industrial Trainitig Ins- 
titutes have l)een greatly increased and I am sure in course 
•ojf time most of the problems of unemployment for acade- 
mically educated people will be solved In Medical edu- 
catioUj Sir, the Goyernment no doubt- are solving the 
jiroblem of the dearth of doctors, but I fear they have 
given little attention to solve the problem of dearth of 
Distict Health OflScers, At present M. B. B. S. education 
is no doubt very useful for doctors, but after getting 
M. B. B. S- degree these doctprs will not like to go to the 
Health Department lest they sliould forget the little know- 
ledge of medicine and siirgery they have picked up. 
Therefore the M. B. B. S. course, I fear will not help^ to 
solve the problem of dearth of Health Officers. Therefore 
I suggest thai, as the Health Officers do not require any 
knowledge of surgeiy but o,nly require a little knowledge 
of naedicine, a little of hygiene and a little of engineering, 
the courses fof Healtii Officers may ^be slightly separated 
from tfiose of doctors. For the, first- 3 -M ;3| years, ,the

Coming tp the Education in Engineering and Techni- 
cal type^ I am sure the present colleges wiil greatly solve 
the problem of engineers. Sir, we have no doubt a few 
Polytechnic and a few Industrial Trammg Institutes, but 
I fear that it is not enough. Every year thousands of 
students pass out of the S* S. L- C Examination and very 
few of these get seats in the colleges. What about those 
who are not able to .gp to collies? They would like to eke 
€)ut theii: living in some form or other. For such i^opl^ 
unless you give them some sort of technical knowledge m 
skill, they will be a dr^g on the State and probably they will 
only be running after offices for seekmg a clerical job or 
even an attendar's job or even a peon^s job m some cases^ 
I request the Government that they at least start one In- 
dustrial .Training Institute m every district and increase 
also ^e n^mSet of polytaslimcs in the State. 

Coming to acadeMc Education, I have to really thank 
the Education Minister a^C^ the GPverninent fbt doing 
something %t the teachers. ^ Before the Pay Committee 
was constituted there were innumerable scales of pay for 
teachers workmg in private schools under District Boards 
and Government schools* Now they have imified all 
these scales.

Mve been good and if every bye-law is being puts into 
effect, I am sure the rural problems will be greatly 
solved- Unfortunately there is some sort of vicious circle 
in the operation of the departmental rules. Usually, 
a C0""0perative society has to borrow money from the 
Central Bank and the Central Bank has to borrow its 
money from the Reserve Bank. The Reserve Bank has

Similarly 
also the Machkund generators also could be greatly 
increased. If these two generating power stations hard 
h^tn developed to their full Capacity, I am sure the 
problem< of supply of electriciy would have been greatly 
solved- Here the Government have to take the initiative 
and if need be fight with the Government of India and 
see that the necessary foreign exchange is given in order 
to develop the Tungabhadra dam generators and Mach- 
kund generators to their full capacity. Here too Sir, 
progress of supply Of electricity to rural areas has beenr 
very slow* Townsj, taluk headquarters and district 
headquarters have been supplied electricity for which 
I praise the Government- But that is not enough. There 
are a number of rural areas where cultivation is carried 
on by well irrigation. And to carry on cultivation hy 
hauling out water^ with the help of bulls »s extremely 
costly and it does'fiiot even pay them Rs* % per a pair of 
bulls and a man. Some people have no doubt taken to 
diesel engines but I learn that the price of diesel oil has 
been doubled.
